* folemn Declaration.’ — "Tis affirm'’d, that the km- 
peror’s Minifters have alfo communicated his Impe- 
rial Majefty’s Sentiments on that Affair to M. du 
Theil the French Miniter. 

The Dyet of the Empire has refolv'd, to confer 
the vacant Office of Velt Mafhral General of the 
Empire, upon the Landgrave of Furftemberg; and 
"tis not doubted, that the States of the Empire, 
will confent to the Revocation of the Claufe of the
